Mistakes arc made with the nests of 
sittin; hens. Too many are made so 
small that the lien is unable to perform 
her duties of sittinc down upon and 
stirring the eggs without sma 
or two. A roomy nest should be sup- 
plied—not too large—having a bottom 
of rather soft material resting upon the 
dirt, with a plenty of straw packed well 
about the sides. Such a nest, especially 
early in the season, is very desirable, 
retaining as it does the heat for a much 
longer time than a carelessly made nest 
of loose hay in a hox. The best recep- 
tacle for a nest where one has plenty of 
room is an ordinary flour barrel. Cut 
in the side a hole large enough for one 
hen to pass through, and theji hinge a 
2J1"" ^"or to open nnd shut at pleasure. 
The advantage of such a nest is that 
nothing could be more swludcd. There 
are no draughts of cold air sucking 
through the cracks into the nests. Tliev 
»r* easily inspected if not made t<v. 
deep, and there is ample spare for any 
hen rritJiin the barrel.
